19 07 almost 
equaled the entire production of the 
g old fields in Alaska. 
In round fig - 
! ures, the world’s production of g old 
from the discovery of America in 149 2 
to 18 8 0 was about $6,300,0u0,000. 
The 


j entire world’s supply of g old could 
not have been in excess of $6,500,000,- 
000. The last thirty y ears has doubled 
this supply , and if the present pro- 
! duction Is maintained for another g en­ 
eration, it will double ag ain, the Na­ 
tional Mag azine say s. As g old has long 
been the world wide standard of value, 
these statistics certainly sug g est that 
the increase in the production vitally 
affect prices. 
Our dollar can never 
j have g reater purchasing power than 
¡the exchang eable value of ihe g old that 
j is in It. 
The statement that we see 
i every where in the 
papers that all 
prices are g oing up is a truth that 
could as well be expressed In these 
words, “the exchang eable value of g old 
bullion is shrinking .” 


G o o d C o n n l r y 
R o n d * . 
Nothing could confer so many sub­ 
stantial benefits on the United States 
as a comprehensive sy stem of g ood 
country ' roads. 
It would be of g reater 
value than the improvement of the 
waterway s. 
It would help both the 
farmers and the city people. 
There­ 
fore any proposition which looks to 
endowing the country ' with g ood roads 
Is entitled, if not to acceptance, at all 
events to a respectful hearing . 
There is a bill before Cong ress to 
appropriate $500,000 to be expended — 
“by the secretary of ag riculture in <o- 
operation with the postmaster g eneral 
in improving 
the 
condition of the 
roads over which rural delivery is or 
hereafter may be established to be se­ 
lected by them for the purpose of as­ 
certaining the possible increase in the 
territory which could be served by 
one carrier and the possible increase 
in the number of delivery day s each 
y ear, the amount required for proper 
maintenance in excess of local expen­ 
diture for rural delivery routes and 
the relative saving to the g overnment 
In the maintenance of rural delivery 
routes by reason of such 
improve­ 
ments, and also the relative saving in 
the cost of the transportation of ag ri­ 
cultural and other products from the 
farms or other points of production 
to the usual market place by reason 
of such improvements.” 
There is a proviso to the effect that 
the state or county shall spend as 
much money as the g overnment does 
for the improvement of the rural route 
or routes selected. 
We know already that better roads 
would lessen the cost of transporting 
produce to market and the cost of 
the rural delivery service. 
An esti­ 
mate of the respective g ain to pro­ 
ducers and the g overnment can be 
made without spending half a million 
dollars. 
The bill Is a move in the 
direction of putting half the cost of 
making g ood roads on the national 
g overnment. 
How many millions it 
would spend from first to last if it 
were to embark on this policy is be­ 
y ond calculation. 
To g ive instruction in the art of 
road building such as the department 
of ag riculture has been g iving is one 
thing . 
To share with road districts, 
townships, or counties the cost of con­ 
struction of roads which would be lo­ 
cal. not national, works 
is another 
thing . 
Doubtless 
there 
are 
many 
rural districts which could be coaxed 
into the building of better roads by 
federal g rants in aid. 
An Alabama 
senator, forg etful of President Jack­ 
son’s veto of fhe bill extending fed­ 
eral aid to the May sville 
turnpike 
road, is strong ly in favor of the prop­ 
osition that the national g overnment 
shall assume in part a duty which 
has belong ed exclusively to the states. 
St£ te aid In the building of g ood 
country roads is leg itimate. 
It should 
be resorted to instead of railing upon 
the g eneral g overnment, 
which 
lias 
about all the burdens it can carry .— 
Chicag o Tribune.

correspondent of the St. Louis Post 
Dispatch say s. 
He beg ins by say ing :

Georg es 
Coehery 
(the 
minister 
of 
France), by stating that under the 
reig n of the radical-socialist majority , 
which 
Lis 
wielded 
absolute

from 19 06 to 1910, the following in­ 
creases have occurred, and are shown 
by the official documents 
and 
the 
financial laws of 19 06 and 19 10: 
"On the expenses of the 
budg et: 
$100,600,000. 
“On the dtbts of tbe state: 
$1,010,- 
8 00.000. 
"On France’s total debt: 
$1,096,- 
000.000. 
“Lastly , I have to add that this to­ 
tal debt of our sweet and patient coun­ 
try 
amounts 
to-day to 
more than 
$10,027,000,000. 
These are, unfortu­ 
nately , material facts, on which every ­ 
one is free to comment as he pleases, 
but which are what they are accord­ 
ing to the accounts of M. Coehery him­ 
self. and those of his colleag ue, the 
minister of the interior, who is the 
severe g uardian of the communes and 
the departments.” 
But all the same, there is a brig ht 
side to this rather somber picture of 
France’s financial condition, as the 
following facts will testify . 
A pamph­ 
let fram 
the pen of an anony mous 
writer has just come out. which g ives 
some eloquent fig ures. 
It Is entitled, 
“Quart re Ans de 
République, 
1906- 
19 10,” and in one very noteworthy 
chapter it is asserted that France has 
for several y ears past 
become the 
banker of the world. 
"The total revenue of the capital 
possessed by the French has been es­ 
timated at $4.400.000,000, and is in­ 
creasing every 
y ear by 
more than 
$400.000,000. 
The amount of the sav­ 
ing s bank deposits, which was $23,000,- 
000 in 18 78 , rose on Jan. 1, 19 03, to 
more than four times this sum, dis­ 
tributed among 12,8 47,59 9 bank books. 
"The stock of g old, which is an ele­ 
ment of defense of primary import­ 
ance In the event of an armed conflict, 
has exceeded in 1910 tbe fig ure of 
$1,200,000,000, 
which 
is 
far 
hig her 
than the total of the monetary stocks 
of several g reat nations of Europe 
combined. 
“The 
g old kept 
at the 
Bank of 
France alone represented more than 
$600.000,000 on March 24. 1910. and 
the silver $175,000,000. 
The French 
rentes are nearly at par, and the 
credit of no other nation, Eng land ex­ 
cepted, can rival that of our conn 
try .” 
With a view to ascertaining the ac 
curacy of this statement, the Matin 
has referred the question to the min­ 
istry of finance, and has been assured 
that, as the officials put it. “the fig ­ 
ures g iven for the saving s banks and 
our monetary fstock are strictly exact, 
and are in conformity with our own 
statistics.” 
The ministry also furnish the fol 
lowing instructive fig ures as to the 
total deposits in the saving s banks in 
18 69, the y ear before the war with 
Germany broke out, in 18 8 0, in 18 9 0, 
in 19 00 and 1908 . 
In 18 69 these deposits amounted to 
$142.200,000; in 18 8 9 to $256,000,000. 
In 18 9 0 they had risen to $58 2,400,000; 
in 19 00 to $652.8 00,000; and in 1908 
to $9 00,000,000. 
So the treasure con

or long stocking ,

AS TO POISON M YSTER IES. 
N T H E SE da y s when the murderous a rt of 
the poisoner is so often brought to public 
notice, the case of Mary K H leherof Boston 
is enlightening. 
Mrs. Kelleher wa s a c­ 
cused of sla y ing six members of her fa m­ 
ily by the use of a rsenic. 
Poiscn wa s 
found in the bodies of her victims. 
The 
police loudly denounced her and cla imed to ha ve in­ 
d isp u tab le evidence of her guilt. 
Yet, a fter more tha n 
a y ear in ja il, sin- wa s honora bly discha rged at the re­ 
quest of the State. 
In no case did the body of a ny victim show enough 
poiscn to ha ve produced dea th. 
In severa l insta nces it 
wa s shown tha t the dead person had absorbed a rsenic 
from a renova ted hair ma ttress. 
In one insta nce epson. 
gaits, improperly clarified, were blamed for convey ing 
a rsenic into the human stoma ch. 
“ It turns cut to be 
the fact tha t in this part of the country there is not a 
huma n body where a rsenic would not be found, If exa m ­ 
ined,” said the district a ttorney , in usking for Mrs. 
K elleher’s discha rge. 
There are ma ny poisons tha t ma y he absorbed into 
the huma n sy stem , a lthough a rsenic is probably more 
frequently employ ed in every da y purposes w here 
it 


would be llkpry to come into conta ct with people tha n 
a ny other. 
Therefore in ca ses of supposed poisoning 
It behooves the Sta te, a s well as the defense, to rigidly 
Investiga te all circum sta nces, lest gra ve Injustice be 
done some innocent person.—Chicago Journal.

Texa s, a lthough one of the y oung­ 
est sta tes 
in the Union in develop­ 
ment, is the pioneer in irriga tion, a 
Fort Worth correspondent of the New 
York Herald sa y s. 
The beginning of 
irriga tion in w estern Texa s a nteda tes 
a ny records 
so iar found and it is 
probable tha t in 
no portion of the 
United Sta tes is the pra ctice older, is 
the cla im ma de by J. C. Na gle, who is 
'professor of civil engineering a t the 
Agricultura l 
and Mechanica l College 
of Texa s. 
Sca nty a nd irregula r d istri­ 
bution of ra infa ll wa s doubtless the 
ca use of its use in the beginning and 
even at later da tes, when unnumbered 
a cres of fertile la nds could be had for 
little more tha n the trouble of prepa r­ 
ing them for cultiva tion. 
Coronado, 
on his journey northwa rd in the ea rly 
part of the sixteenth century , so his­ 
tory tells us, found 
well-esta blished 
sy stem s of irriga tion in the vicinity 
of El Pa so, utilizing wa ter from the 
Rio Grande on both sides of its pres­ 
ent cha nnel. 
Tra dition tells us tha t the Pueblo 
India ns of Yseleta cla imed tha t a n ­ 
cient irriga tion sy stem s of grea t ex­ 
tent were built centuries a go by the 
Yuma India ns on the Pccos river in 
the vicinity of Pecos and Grand Fa lls, 
but 
th<* consta nt ra ids by the Com- 
ma nche and Apa che 
India ns ca used 
them to move on to the va lley of the 
Rio Grande, only to be followed there 
by their old enem ies a nd forced to 
m ove out to the 
Colorado 
of the 
West. 
In the vicinity of the Toy a h 
springs evidence is found indica ting 
tha t th‘*se wa ters were used for irri­ 
ga tion purposes long before the first 
w hite ma n found his wa y there. 
At San Antonio, where the Fra ncis­ 
can fa thers 
founded their m issions, 
they directed the construction of ca ­ 
na ls by 
the India ns. 
These 
ca na ls 
were used 
not only for 
supply ing 
wa ter to the 
m issions for dom estic 
purposes, but for irriga tion as well. 
Am ong the 
ditches 
constructed 
be­ 
tw een the y ea rs 171C* and 1774 ma y 
be mentioned the Conception, Ala mo, 
Pan Jose, San J ua n and Espa da . 
In 
1730 the Sa n Pedro ditch wa s built by 
im m igra nts from the Ca nary Isla nds 
and wa s used for conducting wa ter to 
the cultiva ted fields. 
For ma ny y ea rs 
this ditch wa s conducted for field irri­ 
ga tion on fa rms and even to this day 
this old ditch is in opera tion and be­ 
ing used consta ntly . It supplied wa ter 
for a la rge 
percenta ge of the 
city 
la w ns a few y ea rs a go in Sa n Antonio, 
and wa s extensively used for dom estic 
purposes. 
At old Fort Sa n Saba, nea r Monard- 
ville, the present home of J a mes Cal­ 
ía la , president 
of the Texa s Cattle 
R a isers’ Associa tion, the rem a ins of 
a n irriga tion sy stem 
constructed in 
1774, a lso by the Fra ncisca n fa thers, 
ca n still he traced. At this time Texa s 
wa s under Spa nish rule, but since then 
ha s sworn a llegia nce to and floated 
five different flags. 
As ea rly a s 1852 the fourth legisla - 


ture passed a n act rela tive to irriga­ 
tion. 
In 1882 the seventeenth legisla ­ 
ture 
passed an act 
m a king 
large 
gra nts of land for the construction of 
irriga tion ditches. 
There 
were sev­ 
eral cla sses and a number of sections 
of land gra nted per mile of ditch va ­ 
ried with the cla ss. 
In 1889 and 189 5 
a dditiona l regula tions were esta blish 
ed with a view of encoura ging irriga ­ 
tion. 
The result of some of these en ­ 
a ctments wa s the projection of num er­ 
ous irriga tion schemes, m a ny of which 
were “ boom” 
propositions 
from the 
sta rt, w hile 
others 
proved 
fa ilures 
when constructed because of the lack 
of sufficient 
hy drogra hpie and other 
data. 


As west T exa s wa s pioneer In a n­ 
cient irriga tion so it is in modern, as 
irriga tion a long the lines now' prac­ 
ticed began to develop first in this sec­ 
tion of the Sta te. 
The first ditch in 
the vicinity of Del Rio wa s construct­ 
ed in 1868. 
On the Pecos one of the 
present la rge sy stem s wa s built 
in 
1875, a nother in 1S87 and a nother in 
189 6. 
It m ight ha ve been expected 
that the older sy stem s in the vicinity 
of El Pa so would ha ve suggested ea r­ 
lier extensions under present methods, 
but work of this cha ra cter did not be­ 
come a ctive until a bout 1889 or 189 1. 
At Fort Stockton and for the Nueces 
dra ina ge a rea it began 
a s ea rly as 
1876. 
On the Concho, San Saba , Llnno 
and other tributa ries of the Colorado 
river 
irriga tion 
sy stem s 
ly ga n 
to 
spring up about 
1875, and possibly 
ea rlier, a nd these w'ere added to about 
1879 . buf this work beca me most a ct­ 
ive in the ’9 0s.

There is no grea t da nger tha t the 
supply of fa rmers will be a drug on the 
m a rket for some y ea rs to come. 
The 
trea sury depa rtm ent’s a ctua ries esti 
m a te the popula tion of the countrj 
now at ninety million. 
At an average 
consum ption of 
bushels of whea t a 
y ea r for ea ch person, it will ta ke a 
little less tha n 500,000,000 bushels to 
supply white bread for the country , to 
sa y nothing of other va rieties. 
This 
m ea ns som ething more tha n one hun­ 
dred 
million barrels of flour to be 
ground, 
distributed 
and 
baked 
Into 
bread for delivery at the consum ers’ 
tables. 
But this is only one of the ma ny de­ 
ma nds which a popula tion m oving rap­ 
idly towa rd one hundred m illion souls 
ma kes every da y of the y ea r. 
The 
country consum es probably not less 
than thirty million head of live stock 
a y ea r. 
This Includes ca ttle, hogs and 
sheep, but ta kes no a ccount of poultry 
and poultry products, 
nea rly 
all 
of 
which ha ve to be supplied from the 
fa rms of the country . 
The two bra nches of fa rm ing which 
require the lea st labor for their suc­ 
cessful 
prosecution, 
and 
the 
most 
thinking, are those which ha ve much 
to do with the Increased cost of liv­ 
ing. 
They are poultry 
and 
poultry 
products 
and 
live 
stock 
growing. 
W ithin an hour's ride by rail of nea r­ 
ly every ea stern city there a re la nds 
which lend them selves rea dily to oc­ 
cupa tion 
for these 
purposes. 
With 
modern fa cilities for tra nsit to and 
from the cities and towns the possi­ 
bilities of development of these par­ 
ticula r 
sources 
of 
future 
supplies 
would seem at this p:wticula r time to 
be especia lly inviting. 


As for the a lleged dra wba ck tha t 
schools and other institutiona l a dva n­ 
ta ges are inferior in rural and sub­ 
urban com m unities, ? h? re a re some se­ 
rious 
doubts 
in the 
ma tter. 
City 
schools are crowded beca use of ha ving 
to work by the wholesa le, In contra st 
with the personal a tention which Is 
possible and pra ctica ble in the rural 
and suburba n schools. 
Moreover, the 
conditions of living ma ke grea tly for 
the phy sica l if not for the moral ad­ 
va nta ge of the rural over the urban 
life.— Wall Street J ourna l.

‘‘Other negroes in this com m unity 
a re more or less a la rmed over wha t 
som e of them decla re Is 
the visitin ’ 
of God’s wra th’ in the sending of the 
com et.” 
The above clipping and sim ila r no­ 
tices 
In 
the 
da ily 
pa pers bring to 
mind some of the sensa tiona l scenes 
tha t happened when this sa me comet 
appeared in the y ea r 1835, sa y s Dr. B 
J. Massey , In 
the Atla nta Constitu 
tlon. 
The whole country had just re­ 
covered from the impression 
made 
upon It by the fa lling of the sta rs 
only two y ea rs before. 
At tha t time 
a lm ost all the negroes of 
the south 
and a grea t ma ny illitera te a nd ig 
nora nt white people felt tha t when 
the sta rs fell the world had com e to 
an end or w'ould soon do so. 
Although quite a child, only 7 y ea rs 
of age, I remember distinctly som e of 
the sta rtling, a lthough very a m using, 
circum sta nces tha t ha ppened in good 
old Georgia about the middle of No­ 
vember, 1835. 
About the time our good 
people 
were recovering from the shock of the 
sta rs fa lling M illerism ha d begun to 
hold Its swa y . 
W illia m Miller, a fter 
whom Millerism got its name, wa s a 
prem illennia list and thousa nds of fol 
lowers expected the immedia te return 
of J esus to reign upon the ea rth, be 
lieving In the litera l fulfillment of the 
prophecies. 
They cla imed tha t the 
first judgment would ta ke place not 
la ter tha n 1840, or perhaps severa l 
y ea rs more. 
So firm wa s the fa ith of ma ny tha t 
they disposed of all their worldly pos­ 
sessions prepa ra tory to this event. So 
far a s I could learn, no one in Geor­ 
gia did so, but thousa nds in 
other 
pa rts of the country prepared “ a scen 
sion robes,” rea dy to he fully clothed 
for the occa sion. 
When 
the comet 
a ppea red ma ny felt tha t this wa s a 
token tha t judgment day wa s close a t 
ha nd and that the world was com ing 
to an end. 
Negroes held m eetings at 
va rious times and beca me very much 
excited over the subject. 
At these meetings, in order to 
be 
rea dy when the world comes “ ter er 
een,” they wa nted to be ready to go. 
Here they confessed their sins to one 
a nother, and to their good “ old Mars- 
ter a bove.” 
Old Aunt Esther, one of 
my fa ther’s 
serva nts, 
confessed 
to 
“ cussing” the cow beca use she kicked 
over the bucket of milk, while Aunt 
Esther wa s down on her knees pray ­ 
ing and she 
a sked 
her “ Hea venly 
Ma rster” to forgive her for It. 
Old Uncle Martin a sked to he for- 
gi von for ea ting the chicken pie which 
his wife had cooked from a chicken 
tha t he stole the night before from 
Miss Sophia ’s chicken coop, a nd all 
such other ludicrous scenes were be 
Ing ena cted. 
Am ong the lower cla ss 
of w hite people 
things 
a lm ost as 
ludicrous were da lly ha ppening. 
I remember well one of our neigh­ 
bors, old Mr. Ba ird, ca me over and 
got very mad, a lm ost uncontrolla ble, 
beca use my fa ther would not a gree 
w ith him in his extrem e Millerism, 
and beca use he would not help him 
get rea dy “ and buy a scension robes 
and 
prepare for judgm ent day .” 
In 
tha t da y and time, compa red to the 
present sta te or science people were 
very 
Ignora nt 
of 
comets, 
a lwa y s 
drea ding their a ppea ra nce. 
When H a iley ’s comet ma de its ap­ 
pea ra nce, In 1835, Gen. Andrew J a ck­ 
son (Old Hickory ) wa s then president 
of the United Sta tes, 
a nd at lea st 
three-fourths of the a rea of the pres­ 
ent country wa s still a wilderness. So 
there were few scientific workers in 
tha t day . 
Not even a sihgle observa ­ 
tory had been esta blished in all Amer­ 
ica, consequently the m a sses 
knew 
little or nothing of scientific ma tters, 
especia lly a stronomy . 
This comet wa s na med for Sir Ed­ 
wa rd Ha iley , the son of a soap boiler 
of London. 
Although of a very hum­ 
ble linea ge, Ha iley soon 
beca me a 
lea ding English a stronomer, an Inti­ 
m a te friend a nd compa nion of 
Sir 
Isa a c Newton. 
Of all the scientists 
he wa s the very first to identify this 
comet as a periodic visitor and to pre­ 
dict Its return In 19 10.

im m inent 
buries his stolen property and digs 
it up a ga in when he comes out of 
prison. 
A man who wa s for m a ny y ear3 an 
inma te of one of our prisons is now 
living in affluence in a town up north. 
He wa s imprisoned for em bezzling £ 70.- 
000 
from his em ploy ers and 
he de­ 
cla red at the trial tha t he ha d spent 
every penny of It. For som e ti.me a fter 
his relea se from ja il he lived in a 
chea p lodging house a t Hoxton and 
then one day he declared he had come 
into a fortune, a brother in Austra lia 
ha ving died and left him som e thou 
sa nds. 
As a ma tter of fact, a lthough 
the police had no proof, he had re 
covered the money which he had ern 
bezzled y ea rs before. 
A ma n of considera ble mea ns now 
living in the Sta tes served a term of 
Imprisonment for forgery , ha ving ob­ 
ta ined £ 15,000 
by 
m ea ns 
of 
fa lse 
checks. Not a penny of the money wa s 
recovered by the i>olice. 
During the 
forced confinement of the thief his 
wife, in pursua nce 
of 
a previously 
a greed pla n, went out to service In 
gentlem a n’s fa mily . 
As soon as the 
husband w a s liberated, however, his 
wife 
resigned 
her 
position and th 
pair sa iled im m edia tely for the colon 
ies. 
It ultim a tely ca me to light tha t 
the m oney which had been stolen by 
mea ns of the forged checks had been 
buried under the flooring of a Soho 
house. 


Some fifteen 
y ea rs a go a 
Hindoo 
mercha nt who had come to London to 
m a ke purcha ses of gems wa s robbed 
of m a ny thousa nds of pounds. 
The 
thieves ca rried their ill-gotten wea lth 
to a chea p tenem ent in Whitecha pel 
but, finding the police hot on their 
tra ck, they carried the loot one dark 
night to a remote spot on the Essex 
ma rshes a nd secretly buried it. 
They 
then disa ppea red and ha ve not been 
seen since. 
It is believed tha t tire 
money rem a ins to this da y where it 
was buried. 
Not very long ago a burgla ry wa s 
committed by a couple of well-known 
thieves, who got 
a wa y 
with about 
£ 500 in coin and bank notes. 
They 
were a rrested, but refused 
to sta to 
wha t they had done with the money , 
a lthough one da rkly hinted tha t it had 
been burled in a ga rden in a suburb 
of London.

A tra gedy wa s ena cted in Ka nsa s 
the other day , na mely , the delibera te 
burning of 800 a cres of trees. 
It wa s 
not the sort of destruction tha t is so 
ha rrowing to the soul of Gifford Pin- 
ehot; it was worse tha n tha t, for the 
trees burned were not those of the for­ 
est, but of an orcha rd. 
They were 
a pple trees— 65,000 of them or there­ 
a bouts. 
T hese trees were pla nted twenty -five 
y ea rs ago, and were in the very prime 
of life a t the tim e of their destruction. 
The ma n who placed them there looked 
forwa rd to the tim e when the fruit 
from tlieir bra nches would bring him 
a fortune, a nd he cultiva ted and cared 
for them to the best of his a bility . 
They grew and flourished for a few 
y ea rs, but when the time ca me for 
bea ring they produced 
little 
or 
no 
fruit. 
Then the soil wa s exa m ined— 
a proceeding tha t had been overlooked 
in the beginning—a nd it was found 
not to be a da pted to a pple growing. 
The subsoil into which the roots of the 
trees penetra ted did not supply the ele­ 
m ents necessa ry to the forma tion of 
fruit. 
The 
owner 
experim ented 
& 
w hile longer, hoping to furnish th* 
needed 
elem ents 
through 
fertilizers, 
but to no effect. 
Oca siona lly ther* 
would be a light crop of apples, buJ 
the orcha rd as a whole was a fa ilure; 
fina lly he ga ve up in discoura gem ent 
a nd sold it to a ma n who proceeded 
to burn up the trees a nd turn the 800 
a cres into a cornfield. 
The man who had planted the or­ 
chard looked on and felt sorrow a t see­ 
ing those trees burn, though he k n ew 
it was the proper course. 
But they 
were trees tha t represented hope 
and 
labor a nd sa tisfa ction in their growth. 
And they were living, and in going 
down 
by 
the ax 
and by 
fire they 
seem ed to reproa ch him, for no one 
with im a gina tion can work with tree* 
and pla nts without feeling tha t they 
a ll ha ve a certa in sentient life. 
It 
wa s a lea l tra gedy , the burning of 
tha t orcha rd, and the 
one consoling 
reflection is tha t possibly the a pples 
it 
m ight 
ha ve 
grown 
were 
Ben

history , for ex ample, 
the boy cares 
chiefly for wars and constitu tional de­ 
v elopment; the girl, for the progress 
of civ ilization and the arts. 
Each 
ty pe of mind mu st be trained by the 
teacher to a complete mastery of the 
su bject. 
In composition the girl has 
nativ e flu ency and fancy , and 
mu st 
learn order and conciseness. 
The boy 
is natu rally logical and accu rate at 
the ex pense of ease and imagination 
A class condu cted In the interest of 
both is really two classes. 
It is prob­ 
ably tru e that there are many cou rses 
of 
stu dy where co-edu eation works 
waste of time and power, and where 
the teacher who stu dies his stu dents 
as well as his tex t-books Ju stifies the 
segregation of men and women. 
In 
the great state u niv ersities the diffl 
cu lty is not, and is not likely to be, 
seriou s, since there is ample room for 
choice of cou rses for both men and 
women. 
It is in the smaller colleges 
that the mov ement against co-edu ca­ 
tion is most prominent.

WIVES IN THOUSANDS. 


If conscription for army serv ice In 
China were based u pon the German 
plan 
an army of 22,000,000 soldiers 
cou ld be pu t in the field, say s the 
Philadelphia 
Record. 
Also, by the 
frame plan, this nation wou ld hav e 
an army of 5,500,000. 
Bu t there is no 
ilgn that either the Chinese people or 
those of the United States wou ld ac­ 
cept the plan. 


The late Ju stice Brewer was more 
widely known to the people of 
the 
United States than any other mem­ 
ber of the Su preme Cou rt. 
This was 
du e partly to his popu larity as a pu b­ 
lic speaker on topics of wide interest, 
and to his deep religiou s conv ictions 
which su pplied the occasion of many 
of his pu blic 
addresses, 
and 
were 
known and respected ev ery where. 


An Italian who was u ndergoing ex ­ 
amination for citizenship papers was 
asked by the ju dge what he wou ld do 
In the ev ent of war between this cou n­ 
try and Italy . 
He did not u nderstand 
the qu estion at first, bu t when it was 
made plain to him he straightened 
u p and answered. “I wou ld fight for 
the United States against the whole 
world!” 
There is no danger that any 
su ch war as was mentioned will oc­ 
cu r, hu t the spirit the Italian mani­ 
fested was the right one. 
He deserv ed 
his papers, and got them. 


There are those who think that the 
inju nction to take no thou ght for the 
morrow applies in particu lar to v aca­ 
tions, and that a v acation Is all the 
more delightfu l when it is enjoy ed in 
a happy -go-lu cky fashion, with its pro­ 
gram fu ll of u npremeditated and u n­ 
ex pected featu res. Henry Ward Beech­ 
er regarded the ideal v acation as “hav ­ 
ing a great deal of nothing to do.” 
Others, as soon as one v acation season 
is ov er, begin to look forward to the 
nex t one, and to make their plans, fin­ 
ancial and otherwise, as to the best 
disposition of its preciou s day s. Prob­ 
ably those wTio are alway s anticipating 
the nex t v acation are in the majority ; 
for to most of u s play is more attract­ 
iv e than work, and in v acations, as in 
other good things, no small part of the 
charm lies in the anticipation. 
Vaca­ 
tion means mu ch to the y ou ng people 
In school and college, bu t it means as 
mu ch or more to the great army of 
older ones whose work, often hu mdru m 
in its daily rou tine, is broken only by 
a brief v acation each y ear. 
In their 
case it is not a qu estion of affording 
a rest and change of scene each su m­ 
mer, 
They 
cannot afford 
to deny 
themselv es su ch a rest and change.

The problem of domestic isolation is 
abou t to be solv ed in a large part of 
the prov inces of northwestern Canada. 
The Wc-men’s Gu ild of Montreal has 
made arrangements with two lines of 
steamers ply ing between that port and 
England for the passage of 4,000 do­ 
mestic serv ants to be brou ght ov er 
this su mmer. 
The officers of the gu ild 
annou nce that 
applications 
hav e al­ 
ready been made for the serv ices of 
ev ery one of these domestic serv ants 
and that the demand is so great that 
they cou ld place twice the nu mber al­ 
ready engaged. 
Most of these 4,000 
serv ants will be sent to the prov inces 
of Saswatchewan and Alberta. 
And 
as most of them are women, it is prob­ 
able that they will be qu ickly snrXped 
u p as wiv es by the desperately lonely 
fawners of the northwest. 
Thu s his­ 
tory will repeat Itself, the Kansas City 
Jou rnal remarks, and the scenes en­ 
acted in Virginia and the other col­ 
onies in the earlier day s of the set­ 
tlement of this cou ntry will be re-en­ 
acted in western Canada. 
To any one who has ex perienced the 
depressing isolation of the tremendou s 
distances of the silent places of this 
region there will appear no anomaly in 
the qu estion of the Canadian farmers 
marry ing their domestic serv ants. Un 
der su ch 
depressing 
conditions the 
qu estion that 
presents 
itself Is tho 
biblical one—that a v irtu ou s wife is 
more preciou s than jewels. 
No social 
problems of caste will v ex the minds of 
these lonely pioneers of the northwest. 
They u nderstand perfectly that if they 
do not promptly av ail themselv es of 
the opportu nity to secu re a wife some 
ether fanmer will qu ickly depriv e them 
of their serv ices by making an offer of 
marriage. 
And they also u nderstand 
the cu riou s trait in womankind which 
leads v irtu ally ev ery member of the 
feminine sex to prefer to work for a 
man all her life withou t pay in the 
coin of the realm prov ided the magic 
ring of matrimony encircles her third 
finger. 


A B al i e l al * H o ax . 
Rabelais, being ou t of 
money , once 
tricked the police into taking him 
from Marseilles to Paris on a charge 
of treason.

The world Is fu ll of fallacies, entire­ 
ly apart from the great mass of su per­ 
stitions which in themselv es form a 
class, a writer in the New York Ev en­ 
ing Post say s. 
A little knowledge is 
a dangerou s thing, and a su perficial 
knowledge of the science will cau se 
people to believ e that the earth is 
cookie-shaped, or that orchards liv e on 
air, or that salamanders can really liv e 
in fire. Other weird beliefs ru n a par­ 
allel cou rse with the materia medica; 
for instance, that whooping cou gh can 
be cu red by letting a piebald horse 
breathe on the child, or that measles 
can 
be 
cu red by taking the child 
throu gh three parishes in a day . 
Weather is the su bject of qu antities 
of absu rd theories, among which some 
people rank first the idea that the 
gov ernment forecasters can predict it. 
There is a belief that mild winters 
follow a mild December. 
There were 
those firings of cannons and ex ploding 
u erial bombs some y ears ago to make 
rain fall on the thirsty farm lands. 
We are ev en told now that ou r old 
pets, the equ inoctial storms, are bu t 
creatu res of the imagination. 
History abou nds in 
things which 
nev er 
happened. 
Wellington 
nev er 
said, “Up, gu ards, and at them!" at 
the battle of Waterloo. 
Dick Whit­ 
tington nev er came to London with a 
domestic animal called a eat. 
Wil­ 
liam Tell nev er shot the apple off his 
son’s head and Horatiu s nev er defend­ 
ed the bridge. 
The old story abou t 
Lady Godiv a has been absolu tely dis­ 
prov ed. 
Cinderella is said to hav e 
worn glass slippers to the famou s ball 
at which she made her repu tation. In 
the old Eastern v ersion, she wore fu r 
slippers. 
That eats su ck the breath 
ou t of sleeping babies is an old ab­ 
su rdity that dies hard. 
The hu man 
race Is intelligent enou gh in this day 
and generation to u nderstand electric 
lights and wireless, aeroplanes and au ­ 
tomobiles; bu t y ou still occasionally 
see In the newspapers accou nts of cats 
who 
hav e killed babies by su cking 
their breath. 
This is cne way of say ­ 
ing that the cat, liking a warm place 
to lie. has ju mped into the baby ’s bed 
and su ffocated the occu pant by ly ing 
on it. 
The av erage little baby is less 
in weight than the av erage cat, and is 
scarcely capable of driv ing a cat away . 
The pendu lu m does not make the 
clock go. 
It merely makes it go ev en­ 
ly . 
Steam is inv isible. 
What we see 
emerging 
from locomotiv es and the 
tops of tall bu ildings is steam which 
has begu n to tu rn back into water. 
Nails and teeth of animals are nof 
poisonou s themselv es. 
A scratch or 
bite from dog or cat may prov e so, 
bu t only becau se some impu rity or 
germ has been deposited in the u gly 
w'ou nd which resu lts. When a serpent 
bites he discharges a special polsbn 
which is secreted from glands. 
Many people think that a soft-boiled 
egg which has been allowed to cool 
cannot be made hard by a second boil­ 
ing. 
This is not tru e. 
Ev ery time a workman falls from a 
forty -story bu ilding there are people 
who say : 
“ Well, he probably didn’t 
feel it when he stru ck.” There is little 
or no basis for this belief that a per­ 
son is dead or u nconsciou s at the end 
of a long fall. 
Ou r su rv iv ing ju nipers 
from Brookly n bridge prov e this, and 
that a person retains consciou sness Is 
shown by the case of the English boy 
who fell down a pit some 2.70 feet deep 
and shou ted “Below!” three times on 
the way down. 
One theory is that a 
person falling wou ld not be able to 
breathe; bu t a train at six ty miles 
an hou r is mov ing faster than one 
wou ld mov e in falling 100 or so feet, 
and no one pretends that one w’ou ld 
die of su ffocation if he pu ts his head 
ou t of the train window. 
The old tradition that a drowu tfng 
person 
rises three times before he 
goes down sou nds x v ell in Carnegie 
medal stories, bu t is not tru e. 
A per­ 
son rises so many times as he can get 
to the su rface—which may be once or 
a hu ndred times—and he drowns when 
he is so fu ll of water that he cannot 
breathe.

You can stand in front of a big 
board on the wall—it is like the board 
on a stock broker’s office ex cept that 
It has little holes in it—And w’atch 
the progress of the cars In a time 
freight train from point to point. As 
the telegrams come in the pegs are 
mov ed from hole 
to 
hole. 
If y ov 
started a carload of v arnish from Chi 
cago to Omaha 
last 
night y ou can 
come in to-day and see ju st where that 
car is. 
You can watch it all the way 
to Omaha on the board. 
It is a cru el hu milation for the 
freight car. 
It u sed to be a wild 
stray animal, bu t now it is tamed and 
domesticated. 
Ju st as we now’ hav e 
mu nicipal lodging hou ses for tramps 
so we hav e telegraph record boards for 
freight cars. 
Pretty soon nobody will 
be able to escape from the au thorities. 
It is only occasionally , u nder modern 
methods, a freight car tracer has to 
go ou t and bring it home by force.

and the div ing bell, of which the lat­ 
ter, introdu ced by Smeaton, in 17 7 8 , 
was the safest and most practical de­ 
v ice for su bmarine ex ploration. 
The 
div ing bell has been dev eloped along­ 
side of the div ing dress, and -is still in 
u se. 
The general appearance of Tay lor’s 
div ing armor 
was 
like 
that of a 
knight's su it of mail, ex cept for a 
prominent - bu lge in the body piece. 
A large pipe coming down from the 
su rface, 
and 
penetrating 
the body

piece on the other side, and was pro­ 
v ided with a v alv e which carried off 
the ex hau st.

TRAINS RUN BY TELEPHONE.

The Georgia Railroad will install 
within the nex t few weeks telephone 
equ ipment for dispatching trains be­ 
tween Au gu sta and Atlanta, Ga., a 
iistance of 17 1 miles, and from Camak, 
Ga., to Macon, Ga., a distance of 7 4 
miles. There will be twenty -eight reg 
u lar stations and fiv e siding telephones 
on the line from Au gu sta to Atlanta, 
and twenty regu lar stations from Ca* 
niak to Macon. 
The Georgia installa 
tion is the first one in that section of 
the cou ntry . 
Railroads in the Sou th hav e recent 
ly been v ery activ e in adopting the 
telephone method 
of 
handling the 
mov ement of trains, an ex change say s. 
The Sou thern Railroad has pu rchased 
from the Western Electric Company 
equ ipment for the installation of tele­ 
phones and seleetois on a portion of 
its line, and it is reported that the 
equ ipment of the other div ision on 
this road will soon follow. 
, 
The Chesapeake & 
Ohio has com­ 
pleted 
the 
installation 
of similar 
equ ipment on the Cincinnati div ision 
and ex pects to hav e installed within 
a short time equ ipment for handling 
train mov ements by telephone on three 
of its other important div isions. 
The Norfolk & 
Western Railway has 
equ ipped a large portion of its line 
with telephones, and plans to cov er 
its entire sy stem as soon as possible. 
The Seaboard Air Line has installed 
the telephone on two of its div isions 
and reports that the operation of tele­ 
phones for handling train mov ements 
is so satisfactory that the ex tension 
of the serv ice is being considered. 
The Atlantic Coast. Line has for 
some weeks been handling train mov e­ 
ments on one div ision by this method, 
and plans to ex tend the serv ice on 
other important div isions as soon as 
constru ction work can be completed.

The intelligent Japanese is taking an

The writer overheard a cou­ 
ple of these gentlemen, newly come 
from official posts in Korea, discussing 
while standing outside the bars of the 
tigers’ den a couple of days ago, the 
means, otherwise than by powder and 
bullet, whereby 
the 
terroi 
of the 
jungles could be 
kept 
within due 
bounds. 
It appears that since the Japanese 
occupation of Korea natives have been 
forbidden to carry firearms, and as a 
consequence tigers have .multiplied to 
an extraordinary extent. It is not safe 
to go out shopping after dusk in some 
of the inland villages, and as many as 
30 or 40 luckless natives have been 
devoured in certain districts within a 
week. The authorities will not raise the 
embargo upon firearms; how then is 
the number of these dreaded beasts to 
be reduced? 
The tiger is possessed at times of an 
almost supernatural cunning, ,a won­ 
derful sense of smell and a fine in­ 
stinct with regard to traps and the 
like, which make him as difficult an 
animal to take alive as any existing. 
Sometimes he can lie snared, but not 
often. 
On one occasion the writer's 
native Indian servant ran in in a great 
state of excitement to say a tiger was 
trapped in the 
jungle 
half a mile 
away, and the entire camp, of course, 
at once 
flocked to see the prisoner. 
The trap was exactly on the princi­ 
ple of a humble mouse trap with a 
falling door and built of strong tim­ 
bers laced together with rattans. The 
imprisoned tiger 
was 
a full-grown 
male, and it would be difficult to im­ 
agine anything wilder in his rage as 
he roared and s ertdanmod hrdlu rdlu 
he roared and stormed and hurled him­ 
self in futile fury on each part of the 
structure in turn. 
There he was to 
stay until hunger had rendered him 
« manageable, the incident showing that 
the tiger can be trappeJ. although not 
often. 
If is to be feared the Koreans 
will have to recover their muskets or 
put up with the sight of hungry tigers 
wandering about their village streets.

Charged with the exploration 
not 
only of Its mineral, lumbering and 
power producing possibilties, but also 
of its farming lands, and with a view 
to ascertaining the feasibility of con 
structing two railways, the northland 
exploration branch of the Interior De­ 
partment here has sent out an expe­ 
dition from Edmonton to investigate 
the vast unknown district north of the 
provinces of Alberta and Saskatche­ 
wan, according to the Ottawa corre­ 
spondent of the New York World. 
In view of the great acreage of the 
Canadian western farming lands, it 
might appear that Canada could rest 
on her 
plow handles, agriculturally 
speaking, for a little while at least, 
but such is not the purpose of the 
minister of the Interior, who has long 
been impressed with the vast area and 
Immense resources of 
the 
country 
stretching north from the northern­ 
most boundary of the three western 
provinces. 
There is estimated to be 
220,000,000 acres of 
available 
first- 
class laud for cultivation in 
these 
prairie provinces, and only one-twen­ 
tieth of this is now under cultiva­ 
tion for all classes of grains. 
The wheat yield alone for the last 
year is put, at 147,000,000 
bushels, 
which is 3:H per cent of the world 
yield for 1009. 
On this basis western 
Canada is in a position to grow 4,500,- 
000,000 bushels of wheat in a singlo 
year, 
in the year 19 09 the thirty- 
eight wheat-growing countries of the 
world 
produced 
only 
3,500,000,000 
bushels. 
The exploration party is in 
c h a r g e 
of F. J. P. Crean, C. E., and two as­ 
sistant engineers. 
The party consists 
of five white men from Ottawa, while 
the remaining portion of it will be 
made up of Indians. 
The party car­ 
ries with it a fully equipped steam 
launch for navigating the Athabasca 
River, and will winter at Port Smith, 
in latitude 60 degrees north. 
Perhaps 
the most Important object of the ex­ 
pedition is the investigation that will 
be made as to the feasibility of build­ 
ing a railway across the portage at 
Fort Smith, and another on the chutes 
of the Peace River. 
With these lines 
built and the Alberta & Great Western 
Waterways road constructed to Fort 
McMurray, the whole northern district 
would bo opened. 
North of Fort Smith there are re­ 
ported to be practically unlimited de­ 
posits of tar sands, which, if devel­ 
oped, would put the famous asphalt 
lake, Lake Trinidad, in 
the 
back­ 
ground. 
There is pulpwood all over 
that district and the available water 
power may be judged from the fact 
that in one place the Athabasca river 
drops fifty feet, 
producing 
150,000 
horse power. 
The district is at pres­ 
ent inhabited only by a few fur trad­ 
ers. 
An immense area of farming land 
will be accurately outlined and report­ 
ed upon, the nature of the soil noted 
and the success of cultivation ascer­ 
tained. 
The expedition 
is 
perhaps 
one of the most important ever sent 
out from headquarters here on such 
a mission.

Court Reporter, 554, published, in an 
advertisement of whisky, a portrait

plaintiff

signed statement purporting to have 
been made by her that she was a 
nurse, had used the whisky for her­ 
self and patients and recommended it. 
In her suit for libel in publishing the 
portrait, plaintiff alleged that she was 
not 
the woman 
whose 
name was 
signed to the recommendation, that 
she was not a nurse, and was a total 
abstainer. 
It was 
suggested 
in 
de­ 
fense that defendant published the 
portrait 
by mistake, 
and 
without 
knowledge that it was plaintiff's por­ 
trait, or w'as not what it purported 
to be. 
The court says that defendant 
took the risk In publishing the por­ 
trait, and the usual principle of tort 
make him liable if the representa­ 
tions are false. 
It could not be said 
that the obvious tendency of 
what 
was Imputed to plaintiff by the adver­ 
tisement was not to seriously hurt her 
standing with a considerable and re­ 
spectable class of the community. The 
United States Supreme Court, revers­ 
ing the decision of the lowrer court, 
concluded that plaintiff was entitled 
to have 
her case submitted 
to the 
jury. 
In Harper 
& Bro. et al. v. Kalem 
Co. et al., 169 Federal Reporter, 61, It 
appeared that defendant! had employed 
a person to read Ben Hur and to write 
a descrption of 
it 
which might be 
utilized by a moving picture machine. 
The dramatization of this book had 
previously been copyrighted by the 
plaintiff. 
Defendant advertised the 
films thus taken as capable of produc­ 
ing a moving picture spectacle of Ben 
Hur, and sent its advertisement to the 
proprietors 
of 
theatoriums. 
The 
United States Circuit Court 
of 
Ap­ 
peals holds that when a film is put on 
an exhibiting machine which 
repro­ 
duces the action of the characters, it 
becomes a dramatization. 
Moving pic­ 
tures are a form of expression in­ 
fringing not the copyrighted book or 
drama, 
but the author’s 
exclusive 
right to dramatize his writings, and 
to publicly perform such dramatiza­ 
tion. 
That noise on the Sabbath might he 
obliterated, Georgia enacted a statute 
which frowned upon the discharge of 
firearms on Sunday. 
For transgress­ 
ing this provision Manning was con­ 
victed. 
In Manning v. State, 64 South­ 
eastern Reporter, 710, it appeared that 
defendant’s breach of the statute had 
been occasioned by his effort to termi­ 
nate the headlong career of a rabid 
dog. 
The Georgia Court of Appeals 
held that a mad dog was a public en­ 
emy, and that it was for the jury to
